To 
those near. by it resembled a severe clap 
of thunder in sound, but was accompanied 
by a jarring sensation, which, together 
with the noise, was felt and heard ata 
much greater distance than the effect of 
thunder. Yt was observed and remarked 
as something peculiar by persons fifty 
miles off. lL was at the time about thirty 
miles distant, and so extraordinary was 
the detonation and jarring sensation that 
that I thought it (although an unknown 
occurrence in this region) an earthquake 


‘shock; in fact such was the general opin- 


ion of all who’ heard it. To those near 
where the stones fell several distinct re- 
ports were beard—eccounts vary from six 


to twelve—they’ were in rapid succession, 
perhaps not over a second of time between, 


them. So strange was the sensation that 
cattle in the fields ran, startled at it. 
l’our stones were seen to fall, and have 


been recovered, but the probabilities are 


that many others fell. Two, which fell 
within about ‘stx “hundred yards of: each 
other, were scen by a couple of men who 
were laboring ficld. Llearing the re- 
ports, one of the meu looked up and saw 
a lurge body fall into a field close by; the 
other, looking in another direction, saw 
another which fell upon a fence. Withiu 
about twenty. “minutes they approached 
and dug out tlie one which ‘had fallen in 
the field, where it had buried. itéelf.to 
the depth of about twenty inches.in a stift| © 
limestone soil. It was still so hot that it 
could scarcely be held in the hands.’ From 
the direetion in which it entered the earth 
its fall appeared to be vertical. Its weight 
was fifty-one nds, anil its shape irre- 
gular, long aud flattened; It entered the 
round pojat foremost. ‘The other, which 
fell upon the fence, weighed forty-two 
Tn Its descent it cut 

rails of the fence akd buried itself in the 
earth, having a direction apparently from 
the northeast. About one and a half 
wiles from where these two stones fell, a 
young man ploughing in a field beard a 
strange whizzing sound overhead, and 
looking up, saw the clouds in a strange 
state of commotion. (Tha same with re- 
gard to the agitation of the clouds was 


‘observed by others.) , Thinking that he 
‘heard something fall, upon searching be 
found a,stone weighing thirty-sjx pounds, 
| which had fallen upon and embedded itself 
‘ina decayed log. It was supposed that 


it had in its full a direction from the 
southeast.- Near -Claysville, about. six 


‘miles distant, two gentlemen walking out 
heard the explosion, and yery soon after- 
wards a stone weighing four pounds, fell 


near them, striking the ground so oblique- 


‘ily as toricochet, The direction of this 
lappeared to be from thenorth, The four 
| stoves above mentioned were all that were 
seep to fall; another, however, was found 
| which had fallenin the woods and Jodged 
‘in the carth among a thick cluster of roots 
‘surrounding a beech tree. It weighed 
about thirty poundé, and appeared to have 
fallen vertically: All of ‘the stones were 
irregular in figure, and bad the same ge-| 
‘ueral appearance, having 8 blackened, 
smooth, vitrified surface. The exterior 
‘coating was, however, very thin—not over 
one-fifticth of an inch in thickness. With-

Frou tae West.—On Jane, the 22nd, 
the Pi-Utes drove off the stock from 
Diamond Springs Station; they were im- 
mediately pursued by the employees, and 
after a chase of about three miles, all the 
stock was recovered. We understand 
from a letter from Ruby Valley, bearing 
date June 24, that about an hour after 
the departure of Major Egan from Butte 
Station, Mr. Rogers, Indian agent, be- 
gan to distribute presents to the Indians. 
Some of the Indians were detected in the 
act of stealing from the waggon, where- 
upon Rogers’ party immediately fired and 
killed two of them. Mr. Rogers at once 
left for Ruby. The Indians began to 
concéutrate forces, and Jas. Henderson 
and ‘the few other employees with him, 
had to abandon the station.—The Pony 
Express from the east arrived at Roberts’ 
Creek on the 24th, at 3.50 p.m. The 
mail from the éast bad also arrived there. 
The mail and the express were to leave 
the next morning.

Tus Wurat Crop. —The secounts from the 
country are of a very gloomy character, A 
gentleman, who has travelled through much 
of the State recently, gives it as his opinion, 
that not half an average crop can be gathered 
this year. In many sections, the plent came 
up badly, or was badly winter-killed; and 
many fields, that promi-ed well six weeks ago, 
will not yield the seed that was sown, in con- 
sequence of the ravages of the fly or joint- 
worm, or both. Only the very early sown and 
heavily guanocd fields can possibly yield a fair 
crop. And these, witbin the last weckor two, 
appear to be scriously threatened with the 
rust. A correspondent expresses the opinion, 
that $2 60 or $3 00 would not remunerate the 
farmers the present season. This is very Lad 
news —for, with a very sorry tobacco crop, and 
the lowest prics for fifteen years, a good yield 
of wheat was very essential to the welfare of 
the farmers, afd consequently to the whole 
community. What makes the matter worse is 
that there is e.ery prospect that the article 
will command such a price as would, with an 
average crop, diffuse plenty and prosperity 
throughout the Commonwealth. The Mark 
Lane Express, the highest authority in the 
world, admits that there are no stocks any 
where, and that the eggs crops in Europe 
are far from promising. In addition to the 
lack of stocks and the prospects, there are signs 
of serious trouble in Europe, whieh will not 
tend to depress the price of breadstufls.—2ich- 
mond Whig, June 9th. 


THE RICHMOND CONVENTION. 


Tux seceders convened at Richmond on the 
12th of June. 

Mr. Calhoun (S. C.) from the committee on 
Permanent Organization, made the following 
report, which was qdopted: 

For Presideat—Johnm: Erwin, of Ala., with 
one Vice President aud. Secretary from each 
State, with the exceptiop of New York. 

The temporary Chairman then retired after 
making a brief but eloquent speech, conelud- 
ing with the hope thatthe result of their de- 
liberations might be suctr as’ to preserve the 
constitution inviolate. 

Mr. Erwin was then conducted to the Chair, 
when he détivered ah address to the Conven- 
tion, explaining the position of the South, 
whose duty he said is to protect ite own inter- 
este and rights, and unfurl its flag to the breeze, 
hand'to mly and proudly march on, demanda- 
ing that the constitution shall be preserved in 
word and deed and letter, and the equal rights 
of the States guaranteed. He woold say no- 
thing in favor of or against going to Baltimore, 
but whatever is done we must strangle this ser- 
pent squatter sovereiguty. He denied the im- 
putation that their purpose was disunion. ‘The 
Northern Democrats bave gone in pursuit of a 
false god, that the South cannot worship, and 
we must endeavor to bring them back to the 
trne faith. He earnestly huped that the result 
of our deliberations here would result not only 
in securing our own rights but the welfare of 
the whole country, 

Mr. Muddleton, of 8. €., Chairman of the 
Committee on Credentials, desired to be dis- 
charged from the further consideration of the 
certificates of the National Hall delegates. 
Tho-e delegates he said hacinformed the Com- 
mittee that they did not come here as delegates. 
but as Commissioners from New York, to con- 
sult with us in a fraternal feeling. The Com- 
mittee were discharged, and the New York 
Commissioners invited to seats on the floor, 
but not as delegates. A motion was made to 
appoint'a Committee on Busincss. 

Mr. Hatch, of New Orleans, offered as a 
substitute, the following resolutions; 

Reolved, That the delegates to this Conven- 
tion having been appointed on the basis of the 
majority platform. adopted at Charleston, we 
deem it unnecessary to take any further action 
in relation to a platform at the present time. 

Resolved, That when this Coavention adjourn 
it be to meet again in Richmond, on the 25th 
of June, unless the President should deem it 
necessary to call the Convention together 
sooner. 

Mr. Davidson, of Alabama, moved that after 
the word “‘Charleston’’ there be inserted the 
words ‘‘which we heartily approve.”’ 

A motion was made to refer the amendment 
and the resolutions to a select committee. 

Mr. Meek, of Alabama, hoped that a direct 
vote would be faken on the resolutions. 

After considerable debate, a vote wis taken, 
and the resolntions adopted Gnantmousiy, with 
the exception of the vote ef South Carolina, 
Mr. Rhett, announcing that the delegates from 
that State were ready to proceed at once to the 
business for which they were delegated.

tion pledge themselves and require all others 
who may be authorized as delegates to make 
tie same pledge, to the support of the Demo- 
cratic candidates fairly antl ta good faith no- 
minated by this Convention, accerding to the 
usages of the National Democratic party. [Ap- 
plause and some bissing ] 

Mr. Cochrane, of New York, inqu'red if that 
proposition was now before the Convention. 

The President ssid the solution was read for 
iaformation only, and would not be in order. 

Mr. Randall, of Virginia, withdrew from the 
floor in order to allow Mr. Gilmore to modify 
bis amendment in the manner pro 

Mr. Randall, of Virginia, took the floor and 
argued in favor of the amendment propesed by 
Mr. Gilmore, and against the amendment of 
Mr. Church. _ He denied the right of the Con- 
vention, which was simply a delegated body, to 
impose any condition upon the seven seceding 
States. [Applause and hisses.} He also de- 
nied the policy of making such terms to the 
seceding States, for they would not accept an 
entrance into the Convention on such terms 
The pa ty was to fight a battle at the polls, in 
which it would be necessary to unite all sec- 
tions agaiust the opporitivn party. [Applause 
and hisses from the eerie. He then pro- 
ceeded to enlarge upon the rights of the seced- 
ing delegations, and urged conciliation and 
harmony in the action of the Convention. He 
concluded with an eloquent appeal to the par.y 
to unite against the common fue. 

Mr. Montgomery, of Pa., regreited that the 
previous question had not been insisted upon 
when first moved, and the time of the Conven- 
tion saved, as a discus-ion has arisen. How- 
ever, he desired to say that the pledge now re- 
quired was a proper one. [Applause.] His 
colleague had stated that no man could be 
bound by any such resolution. He told his 
colleague that every man who was a Democrat 
and a men of honor, was bound by the action 
of the Convention. If he refused to be bound 
he was no Democrat. [Applause.] If his col- 
league from Penn<ylvania refused to be so bound, 
why the sooner he left the party the better for 
it. He was, for one. unwilling to admit those 
de'egates to this Hall, in order to enable them 
to secede in adifferentform. [Loud applause. ] 


The men who now ask to return to their seats 
in th's Convention, nad not only withdrawn 


at Charleston, but had sat in an opposition 
convention. ‘They bad met at Richmun? ina 
hostile convention, and they held that conven 
tion ferrorum over the heals of this body, and 
threatened to return there if this Convention 
does not act as they desire. He appealed to the 
principles and to the manhood of the Conven- 
tion, to say whether they have the right to 
admit the seceders here, when they have called 
upon the States to meet and fill the vacanvies. 
He had beard much aid about the evils of dis 
union. He was not only opposed to disenion, 
but a'so to those who favordisunion and preach 
disunion. He was opposed to secession from 
the Union, and from the Convention as well. 
When he heard men declare themselves opposed 
to the principles of the party, he thought it 
very necessary to require a pledge from them, 
to abide by the action of the Convention. Sach 
a pledge had a precedent in the canens of the 
party. Ithad been imposed on certain dele- 
gates at the last Senatorial Convention, and 
the gentlemen from New York who attended 
it, had felt the pinch of the case. 

Mr. Loring of Massachusetts rose for the 
first time in the Convention, having been pre- 
vented from attending at Charleston by a se- 
vere dumestic affliction. He was surprised to 
hear any allusion made hosti'e to the so-called 
seceding delegations, and to find oppos.tion tu 
the admission of certain States to the Democra- 
tic Convention. He found that certain States, 
standing upon what they believed to be their 
constitutioral rights, had returned to the Con- 
vention. He repudiated the idea of their be- 
ing deprived of the right to return to the Con- 
vention; it should gladly welcome them back, 
He bad beard with surprise, for the first time 
in ® Democratic Convention, talk of sections 
of the country and party.

another organization. He denied the sight of 
the Convention pene a pledge upon any 
of the delegates, ould those who propesed 
it like to have'the doctrine applied to them:
